They were Frederick Fleet, a lookout 
on the liner, and Major A rthur God­ 
frey Peuchen, Canadian m anufacturer 
and yachtsman, who was among the 
rescued passengers. 
Fleet acknowledged that lf he had 
been aided In his observations by a 
good glass he probably could 
have 
spied the berg Into which the ship 
crashed In time to have warned the 
bridge to avoid it. 
M ajor Peuchen also testified to the 
much greater sweep of vision afforded 
by binoculars and, as a yachtsman, 
said he believed the presence of the 
Iceberg might have been detected in 
time to escape the collision had the 
lookout men been so equipped. 
It was made to appear that 
the 
blame of being without glasses did not 
rest with the lookout men. 
Fleet said 
they had asked for them at Southamp­ 
ton and were told there was none for 
them. 
One glass would have served 
In the crows nest. 
Major Peuchen criticised In strong 
terms the lack of experienced sailors 
on board the Titanic. 
He said when 
the call to quarters was sounded not 
enough of the crew responded to un­ 
dertake the work required in lowering 
and filling the boats. 
Furtherm ore, he 
said, no drills had been held from the 
time the ship left Southampton, al­ 
though it was customary to hold such 
drills every Sunday. 


Third Officer Testifies. 


Herbert J. Pitman, third officer of 
the Titanic, told of his failure to turn 
back the lifeboat in which he and his | 
passengers were idly drifting to at- j 
tempt the rescue of others when the 
Titanic went down. 
Shuddering at the recollection he 
said the cries for help made “ one long, 1

Commissioner Neill, in an in­ 
terview given after he had received 
the railroads’ answer, also indicated 
that he considered that mediation was 
intended.

On a series of conferences probably 
w ill depend either the definite settle­ 
ment of the dispute or the arrange­ 
ment of a plan of arbitration 
The decision of the railw ay man­ 
agers to confer with Messrs. Knapp 
and Neill was reached after a confer­ 
ence.

Despite this railroad view. however. 
th** opinion was expressed generally 
that the pending negotiations will re­ 
sult in arbitration.

MAKE CRUISER UNSINKABLE 


Compressed Air Device Is Being In­ 
stalled in North Carolina. 


Portsmouth. N. H.. April 24.— A com­ 
pressed air system designed to make 
th)* vessel practically unsinkable, is

The principal. Captain Marsh said. 
is the creating of such an air pressure 
within the vessel that water cannot 
enter. 
That is, if the hull should be 
punctured, the compartment affected 
would immediate!} be filled with air 
driven at such pressure as to force 
the wafer away from th)* vessel and 
keep it out until temporary repairs 
could be made.

We noted a 
difficulty Into which all Christendom 
was plunged by the theory that it is 
the body that is to be resurrected. 


W h a t W e n t to H e a v e n ? 
T h e ordinary thought in Christian 
minds In respect to J e s u s ’ death and 
resurrection is that when He seemed 
to die Ile did not die; that Ii**, the Im* 
lug. the soul, could not die; that, in 
stead, Ile went to heaven, and then oil 
the third day ca me back to get the 
bo*ly which had been crucified; that II* 
took it to heaven forty days 
Intel 
m arred wit ii the print of the nails in 
Ills han ds and feet, the thorns up ai 
His brow and the spear mark in His 
side. 
W h a t a ghastly thought! 
Our Methodist friends have not yet 
j cha nged their st ate m ent of the matter, 
namely. “ He ascended up on high, t a k ­ 
ing His fleshly body with Him, and ail 
; that appertained thereto, and sat down 
on the right hand of God.” 
T h i s modi 
eval st atem en t correctly a d m i t s that 
the fleshly body was not the Lord's, 
b ut that He. the soul, took it with Him 


a s luggage. 
The statement. "A nd all 
that appertained thereto.” presumably 
refers to sandals, walking stick, etc. 
All this is of a piece with the theory 
th a t Hie saints when they die go to 
heaven, an d then, later, come back and 
get their bodies “and all things upper 
taiuiug thereto” 
the inconveniences, 
presumably, that they have been rid 
of for centuries! 
How m any trunk 
loads o f “ things ap pertaining thereto" 
may be taken by some is not stated. 


W h a t S a y th e S c rip tu re s ? 
T h e Bible presentation of flus sub­ 
ject is every 
way 
reasonable, con­ 
sistent and harmonious. St. Baul points 
out th at “There is a natural boily and 
there is a spirit body.” 
II** does not 
mean, and ti** does not say. th a t the 
j spirit bialy is a hu man body glorified 
Quite to the contrary. 
He declares 
th at '‘flesh and blood cannot Inherit 
the Kingdom of Coil"—no m atte r how 
! glorified if might be. 
A hum an bein': 
would be so totally different from a 
spirit being that, as St. Paul says, “It 
doth not yet app ear what we shall be' 
, —in our ell auge—and the Scriptures d > 
not even attempt to give an explanation 
T h e Bible merely declares that as we 
now 
bear the I in.fire of Hi** earl by 
.(Adam*, we shall, by the glorious res 
jurreetion chance, be given a s h a r e in 
the n a!lire and likeness of the Second 
Adam, our glorious Lord: "W e shall 
be like Him, and see H im as Ile is’ 
anil, Im* it noted, we m u st change from 
flesh aud blood conditions to spirit c o n ­ 
ditions by resurrection power, iii order 
that we may see Him as Ile is. 


H a A p p e a re d and D isa p p e ared . 
T w o lines of difficulties now present 
themselves, one of which can be an 
swered. and the 
o t h e r cannot. 
The 
unanswerable difficulty is where a mil 
ural minded man und ertakes to reason 
the subject out. 
St. Paul explains this. 
saying, “The natural man receiveth not 
the tilings of the Spirit of God. neither 
eau lie know them, because they are 
spiritually discerned.” 
Tile Apostle proceeds (verses ffd-o'h 
to tell us that all men are natural men. 
except sin Ii as have been begotten by 
the Holy Spirit. 
All natural men will. 
In their resurrect ion, receive earthly or 
human bodies, while all spiritual ones. 
New Creatures in christ, will receive 
spirit bollies. 
Coming to th** point of w hat is to he 
resurrected, we note that our Lord ap 
pea red in a body of flesh, and showed 
the disciples the print of the nails and 
th e hoi** made by the spear. 
But we. 
perhaps. Caii***l to note that only twice 
*11*1 Ile thus appear, and lait for a few 
moments each time. 
His other six or 
seven appearances duri ng that forty 
days were also very brief, aud in vari­ 
ous bodies once as a gardener, another 
t im** as a traveler, His third time as a 
• t ranger on the shun', and to Saul of 
T arsus as a spirit being of more than 
angelic brightness “shining above tilt* 
brightness of the sun a t noonday.” 
Now we see more distinctly why our 
Lord did as li e did 
His disciples were 
natural men and therefore could not 
appreciate spiritual things. 
The Lord 
adopted tile only 
reasonable way of 
helping them to understand that Ile 
was no longer d e a d - t h a t ll** bail risen 
from the dead
